LONDON, Nov. 2.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.)]—The rout of labor was the 
feature of the municipal elections in 
a large number of boroughs through- 
out England yesterday. Up to an 
early hour this morning the returns 
were incomplete, but it is significant 
that in ten of London’s twenty-eight 
boroughs the completed returns show 
that labor lost 149 seate. 

The provincial returns available are 
equally significant, indicating the loss 
of more than 160 labor seats in about 
eighty boroughs, mostly the large cen- 
ters of population such as Manchester, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Derby, Not- 
tiggham, Plymouth, Southampton, and 
Portsmouth. 

On the other hand, in some places 
labor held its own, and even made a 
few gaine. 

Guide to Larger Contests. 

The municipal contests in this coun- 
try, although nominally concerned with 
purely municipal issues not connected 
with politics, are usually regarded as, 
and sometimes are, an index of the 
existing .political feeling, and on this 
oceasion..they..were watched with in- 
tense curiosity as a possible pointer 
on labor’s chances in the coming par- 
Hamentary elections.

It was also intimated that the au- 
thorities have information with which 
they hope to disprove Mrs. Hall's 
statements that she had never received

AMERICA AT LAUSANNE 

Practical sense and sound tradition are ex- 
pressed in Secretary Hughes’ reply to the invita- 
tion to take part in the Lausanne conference. 
Only the minority which is anxious that we, or 
rather they, shall assume a moral monitorship 
ovér mankind will find it inadequate. The nation 
will countersign it and hope it will help to clarify 
European ideas of how the United States proposes 
to act or abstain from acting in world politics. 

Sensible Americans will not submit to involve 
ment in near eastern politics nor to assume re 
sponsibility for its adjustments. But as Secretary 
Hughes wisely takes occasion to remark, this by 
no means implies that we intend that such right- 
ful interests as we have in that région ‘shall be 
ignored or that we lack a proper concéra, for 
those general claims upon humanity which an 
civilized government may be assumed to regard. 
[he task before the Lausanne conference is to’ 
define terms of peace and a territorial settlement 
as between the belligerents in the war between 
Turkey and Greece. We had no part in the condi- 
tions which produced that war. We were not at 
war with either. We have no relations with either 
which are involved in the war or in the peace 
which ends it. That we may feel effects of malad- 
justments in the near east is no reason for our 
committing ourselves to near eastern politics. 
Qur policy is to protect such fnterests as we have 
so far as it is expedient for us to act. Permanent 
entanglements or commitments are not to be con- 
_ sidered. 

Secretary Hughes fllustrates his general state- 
ment by naming seven subjects of our particular 
concern, to which the country generally will as- 
serit, and American observers will be sent to see 
that if the negotiations affect them, our govern- 
ment shall be opportunely informed, and may 
take such action as circumstances indicate. : 

Provided our emissaries act in the interest of 
thefr country and avoid the blandishments which 
have undone their predecessors that is all that 
ig necessary or justified for the time being. . 


PULL AND PUNISHMENT. 

The chauffeur of a well known politician and 
public official, Morris Eller, has run down and\ 
fatally injured pedestrians on two occasions within 
six weeks. 

I¢ is charged that he is being protected from 
‘ progecution by political influence. We have no 
direct knowledge of the facts. He may be inno- 
cent of responsibility for the death of the two 
persons he ran into. But whether he is innocent 
or guilty should be established in due course of 
law and not determined privately. 

A community is suffering ‘from maladministra- 
tion or failuré to administer the law, and the 
causes are many. But we do not think it will 
toléfate immunity to politicians or their protégés 
for the commission of acts of violence for. which 
citizens without pull would be punished. , 
“The case of Trustee Eller’s chauffeur should 
be thoroughly investigated and earoptinte action 
taken.

It is that point which should#be considered fin 
efforts to have the limiting ordinance enforced 
We want tag days limited because it assures aid to 
authorized charities rather than because we are 
annoyed by indiscriminate requests. _We can re

War Tax Off 
Opera Seats 


Refund or Extra Tickets 
Offered ‘Subscribers. 


BY EDWARD MOORE. . 
Sabscribérs to the Chicago Opera's 
season, which starts week after next, 
are today 10 per cent better off than 
they thought: they were -gotng ‘to’ be: 
The Chicago Civic Opera company is 
an educational institution and is not 
operated for profit. The war tax paid 
for tickets, or about to be paid, is there- 
fore off. 

The commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, treasury department, Washing- 
ton, has so ruled. The latter holds 
Specifically that further collection of

war’ tax on seats sold for the ‘grand | 
opera season is to: be eliminated, and | 
that the return of ‘all war tax on ad- 
vance season subscriptions is au- 
thorized. a

This is the first time that such a 
ruling has been made for a grand opera 
company, though it has been sought 
in a number of previous instances. 
The Chicago Symphony orchestra and 
other symphonic organizations of the 
United States have enjoyed the benefits 
of a similar interpretation,of the law 
for ‘the last several seasons, but the 
abolition of the war tax has not hither- 
to been applied to any other form of 
musical entertainment. 

The law stipulates that war tax may 
be subducted upon an order from the 
federal treasury department on paid 
admisssions to such institutions as are 


classified as charitable or educational. 
The Chicago Opera is now placed under 
the latter heading. It was said at the 
Auditoridm that in making the ruling 
consideration was given by the com- 
missioner of internal revenue to the 
fact that 2,200 citizens had given the 
organization a civic character by af- 
fixing their signatures to the guaranty 
of five years. 


Letters are being sent to all subscrib- 
ers notifying them of the rebate due 
them. They are also being offered an 
additional optional advantage in the 
form of a coupon entitling them to 
further performances. The subscribers 
with two season tickets at $6 each for 
ten performances is entitled to a rebate 
of $11. Should he so elect, he will be. 
given two more seats of the same de- 
nomination for any other performance. 
These are valued at $12. — 

All subscription tickets, under the 
ruling, must be returned to the Audi- 
torium and exchanged for tickets print- 
ed in a new form. At that time the. 
rebate or the coupon for additional 
tickets will be issued at the option of 
the subscriber: Those who take tickets 
will be given the further privilege of 
obtaining their seats fof the desired 
performance one day in advance of the 
general sale at the box office.

N many of the potato growing sec- 
tions there-is ® surplus of tubers 
| going to waste. To, avoid having 
many hundreds of bushels rot in 
the fields farmers have been feeding 
them to live stock and poultry. They 
make excellent feed for horses, cattle, 
hogs, sheep and fowls, particularly 
chickens. 

Not many farmers in the middle west 
have ever thought of feeding potatoes 
to live stock and it is not usualy advis- 
able because of their market value. 
However, in some sections where pota- 
toes are in abundance and are going 
to waste because there is no market 
it would be wise to use them and save 
the feeds that are less perishable. 

‘Only smal quantities of potatoes are 
likely available in this section and it 
would probably be best to feed them 
to poultry. — 

The feeding value of potatoes is 
greatly increased by boiling or steam- 
ing them before they are fed to the 
birds, and it is a good plan to mix them 
with other feeds.such as mash. Only 
limited quantities should be fed to lay- 
ers because potatoes are fattening. 
They may be fed profitably to layers 
birds.
